Pension Scale 


Rates for Privates Raised to Reduce 

Discrepancy Between Amounts 

Paid to Men and Officers 

While the new rates of pensions 
which - were drafted. by the parlia- 
mentary committee last session, and 
have been adopted by the goyern- 
ment, have been generally approved, 
there has been considerable criticism 
in regard to the discrepancy between 
and _offi- 
cers. It is claimed that in. a demo- 
cratic country .Jike Canada the dis- 
crepancy is altogether too — great. 
There have been demands fora state- 
ment from the committee which draf- 
ted the new rates.' This is unneces- 
sary as it was ¢xplained-fully in par- 
liament by Hon J, D. Hagen, chair- 
man of the committee. 

The committce was one of the ab- 
lest and rhost conscientious ever ap- 
pointed’ by parliament, It worked 
long, thoroughly and enthusiastically 
and examined many witnesses. The 
committee found that when Canada 
first entered the war the English sys- 
tem of pensions had in the hurry of 
the time been adopted. 


' gives a much greater pension to the 


officer than the private. By the time 
the committee had set to work, there: 
had been enlisted in Canada — three 
hundred thousard men, a good per- 
centage of whom were officers. These 
men had enlisted understanding that 
they were’ to get a certain pension. 
The committee at once realised .hat 
any. great. change © would’ be unfair 
and’ considered at great length what 
was best to-do. 

It was first proposed to. start. ab- 
solutely afresh and “to raise. the sate 
of pensions of the men and to reduce 
those of the officers. It was decidec 
unanimously by ‘the committee after 
mature reflection that this would be 
unjust and. would be really a breach 
of contract. It was finally decided to 
leave the rate of pensions for offi- 
cers without any change, but to-in- 
crease the rate paid to the men, This 
would partially wipe out the discrep- 
ancy, although every member of the 
committee. still believed that the. dif- 
ference was too great. 

The following was the explanation 
given in the House by Hon. J. D. 
Hazen at the time of the introduction 
of the report. of the committee: 

“We had‘a great deal of discussion 
with regard to the rates of pensions. 
We had before us the old scale in 
force at the time that’ the war broke | 
out, and we gave every possible con- 
sideration to it, having regard to the 
rates -of pensions awarded ‘in other 
countries, and having regard to the 
conditions that exist in. the Dominion 
of Canada, The result. is that we 
recommend a_ very substantial 
crease in the rates of pensions:to 
‘those in lower ranks. From private 
up to lieutenant, we recommend what 
is a substantial increase in tlie pen- 
sions. 

“recommend” any~increase, with the 
exception of the rank of captain,
